Shall we adopt the provision of RSA 72:1c, which authorizes 
the Town to elect not to assess levy and collect a resident tax? 

A motion to accept Article 13 as read, passed. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote that the Road Agent shall be ap- 
pointed yearly by the Selectmen, rather than to be elected by ballot. (By 
petition — vote by written ballot.)

Are you in favor of the establishment of a ‘‘Wetlands Conserva- 
tion District” in the Town of Harrisville for the purpose of giving the Town 
the authority to regulate uses of lands subject to standing water or extend- 
ed periods of high water table and identified as a wetland area. (RSA 
674:16-17 and RSA: 675:3. VII.) Vote by written ballot.

Article 17. Are you in favor of adopting regulations which give the Town 
authority to guide and regulate use of steeply sloping land.

To see if the Town will vote to further authorize the Planning 
Board to review, and approve or disapprove site plans for development of 
tracts for non-residential uses or for multi-family dwelling units, which 
are defined as structures containing more than two dwelling units, 
whether or not such development includes a subdivision or resubdivision 
of the site. These amendments ae effective on passage and become part of 
the Harrisville Zoning Ordinance. Authority for these ordinances is under 
N.H. RSA 674:16-17 and RSA 675:3, VII. Vote by written ballot.

To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town’s repre- 
sentatives to the general court to take all necessary measures to insure 
that no low level radioactive waste from the Seabrook nuclear plant shall 
be stored or disposed of within this Town of Harrisville unless and until 
the proposed site of the proposed storage or disposal has been approved 
by the voters of the Town at the annual Town Meeting by written ballot. 

A motion to accept Article 21 as read. 

Amendment offered: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town’s 
representatives to the general court to take all necessary measures to in- 
sure that no radioactive waste shall be stored or disposed of within the 
Town of Harrisville unless and until the proposed site of the proposed 
storage or disposal has been approved by the voters of the Town at the an- 
nual Town Meeting by written ballot. Amendment to amendment offered: 
To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town’s representatives to the 
general court to take all necessary measures to insure that no radioactive 
waste shall be transported through or stored or disposed of within this 
Town of Harrisville unless and until the proposed site of the proposed 
storage or disposal has been approved by the voters of the town at the an- 
nual Town Meeting by written ballot.

Warrant read, was to be by yes-no written ballot on Article 1. 


Are you in favor of the adoption of an Amendment to the existing Town 
Zoning ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board as follows? 

Amend the Harrisville Zoning ordinance by adding a new Article XX en- 
titled, ‘Growth Management: Interim Regulation,”’ said Article to read 
as follows: 


Article XX — Growth Management: Interim Regulation. 

Section 1. Authority. Pursuant to the provision of RSA 674:23, the Town 
of Harrisville hereby enacts Interim Growth Management Regulations. 

Section 2. Statement of Need. See attached Statement of Facts dated 
October 13, 1987. 

Section 3. The purposes of this Article are as follows: 

a. To insure that the rate of growth of the Town to be experienced in 
the coming years does not unreasonably interfere with the Town’s 
capacity for planned orderly expansion of its services to accom- 
modate such growth. 

b. To authorize and provide time for the Planning Board to update 
the 1983 Master Plan and to develop a capital improvement program 
of at least six years and growth management process under the pro- 
visions of RSA 674:22 and RSA 674:5. 

Section 4. Definitions. Dwelling Unit — For the purpose of this Article 
XX, a dwelling unit means a building or that portion of a building con- 
sisting of one (1) or more rooms designed for living and sleeping pur- 
poses, including kitchen and sanitary facilities and intended for occupan- 
cy by not more than one (1) family or household. Lot of Record — For the 
purposes of this Article XX, a lot of record shall be a lot properly recorded 
in the Cheshire County Registry of Deeds of October 13, 1987, and further 
that such lot shall be in separate ownership and not contiguous with other 
lots in the same ownership, unless said lots have been previously approv- 
ed by the Planning Board. 

Section 5. Application. This Interim Regulation shall apply to all sub- 
division applications, all site plan review applications and all building 
permits for new construction, except as set forth below under exemptions. 

Section 6. Regulation. This Interim Regulation hereby imposes the 
following requirements: __ 

a. Any lot subdivided during the period of this regulation shall not be 
further subdivided while this interim ordinance is in effect. 

b. No existing lot of record shall be subdivided into more than two 
(2) lots. The intended use for each lot shall be stated on the submit- 
ted plat or site plan. 

c. The total number of dwelling units permitted for any subdivision, 

site plan or building permit approved hereunder shall not exceed 
two (2). 
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d. The total number of building permits for new dwelling units shall 

not exceed nine permits for the duration of this ordinance. No single 

subdivision, site or property owned by one entity, person or persons 
shall have more than one building permit for the duration of this or- 
dinance. 

e. Building permits are to be given out on a first come, first served 

basis. It construction of building foundation is not substantially com- 

plete within four months of building permit date, the permit will ex- 
pire and be issued in order to the next applicant. 

Section 7. Exemptions. None. 

Section 8. Expiration. This Article XX shall be in force for a period of 
twelve (12) months from the date of approval of the Town Legislative 
Body or until the earliest effective date of an Ordinance adopted by the 
Town under the provisions of RSA 674:22 which addresses the unusual cir- 
cumstances that prompted the adoption of this Zoning Amendment, 
whichever first occurs. 

Section 9. Separability. If any article, section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause or phrase of this Article XX is for any reason held to be invalid or 
unconstitutional by a court of competent jurisdiction, such decision shall 
not affect the remaining portions of this Article and/or other Town 
Regulations in effect at the time. 

A brief discussion preceeded the voting, where the results were as 
follows:

Grant for repairs to damage made by the flood of Spring 1987 (RSA 
31:95-b). 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $3,497.29 as the Town’s share of the operating budgets of the 149-M 
District and 53-B Subdistrict Regional Refuse Disposal District approved 
by the Town under Article 3 — 1985 Town Meeting. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $52,500.00 for Capital Reserve to be allocated as follows: Highway 
Equipment — $15,000.00, Dump Closing — 10,000.00, Fire Department — 
$15,000.00, Police Cruiser — $2,500.00, and Highway Building Reconstruc- 
tion/Renovation — $10,00.00 (RSA 35). 

Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to implement a mandatory news- 
paper, cardboard, and aluminum recycling program by April 1, 1988. The 
purpose being to extend the usefulness of the Solid Waste Disposal Facili- 
ty for a year. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to reaffirm the Town’s position as 
adopted at Town Meeting 1977 concerning the relocation of Route 101. 
That position being: That the Town of Harrisville will oppose any reloca- 
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tion of Route 101 which may pass through the Town of Harrisville and will 
use any and all legal means to prevent it. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a gift from the Har- 
risville Fire Co. a new 1988 one-ton Rescue Vehicle. This vehicle would 
replace the 1973 Dodge Rescue presently in service. Further, to authorize 
the Fire Co. to dispose of the 1973 Dodge Rescue vehicle and place funds 
from sale, if any, into the fire equipment replacment fund. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to accept to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100,000.00 for the purchase of a new fire pumper to 
replace the 1967 International/Maxim presently in service and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than $50,000.00 of notes or bonds in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and 
to authorize the Town officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes 
and to determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore, to authorize 
the withdrawal of $40,000.00 from the Fire Equipment Capital Reserve 
Fund created for this purpose with the balance of $10,000.00 to be raised by 
general taxation. To further authorize the Selectmen to dispose of the 1967 
International/Maxim pumper. (2/3 vote by paper ballot.) 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept $200.00 received for 
perpetual care on cemetery lot 11-A for Vaino Saari and Edward Main. | 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to accept $,1000.00 received for 
perpetual care on cemetery lot at Willard Hill for the lot of Gottfried A. 
Steigmann. 

Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept a gift from Wellington 
Wells of one and a half acres North of Willard Hill Cemetery, the land to 
be used solely as a cemetery. There shall be no hunting on the property 
and recreational vehicles are to be excluded. 

Article 17. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:37 for the exemption 
for the blind from property tax? This statute provides that every inhabi- 
tant who is legally blind shall be exempt each year from the property tax 
on a residence to the value of $15,000.00. 

Article 18. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real estate 
tax lien procedure? These statutes provide that tax sales to private in- 
dividuals for non-payment of property taxes on real estate are replaced 
with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only a municipality or 
county where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax lien 
against land and buildings for unpaid taxes. (Majority vote by paper 
ballot.) 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,500.00 
to the conservation fund as authorized by RSA 36-A:5 and authorize the 
Selectmen to accept private donations of land, interest in land or money to 
be deposited into the conservation fund for the purposes of contributing to 
the local matching portion required for acquiring conservation land or in- 
terest in land and other costs associated therewith for permanent conser- 
vation use under the N.H. Land Conservation Investment Program 
(LCIP) RSA 221-A, and authorize the Selectmen to apply for and accept 
the state matching funds under the LCIP for the purposes of acquisition of 
the fee or lesser interest in conservation land. Said appropriated or 
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donated funds and state matching funds may be expended by majority 
vote of the Conservation Commission. 

Article 20. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to accept 
private donations of land, interest in land or money to be deposited into 
the conservation fund for the purposes of contributing to the local match- 
ing portion required for acquiring conservation land or interest in land 
and other costs associated therewith for permanent conservation use 
under the N.H. Land Conservation Investment Program (LCIP) RSA 
221-A, and authorize the Selectmen to apply for and accept the state 
matching funds under the LCIP for the purposes of acquisition of the fee 
or lesser interest in conservation land. Said appropriated or donated 
funds and state matching funds may be expended by majority vote of the 
Conservation Commission. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 for the purpose of conducting an engineering feasibility study 
of a sewerage district. This district to serve the properties within the cen- 
tral village of Harrisville and those surrounding Harrisville Pond and 
Lake Skatutakee. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed $7,500.00 to provide for professional, technical, and legal ser- 
vices to aid the Planning Board in completion of documents relating to the 
Growth Management Regulations. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50,000.00 for the reconstruction and renovation of the Harrisville 
Railroad Station and to authorize the issuance of not more than $30,000.00 
of bonds and notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Town officials to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon; the balance of $20,000.00 to be raised by general taxation. (2/3 
vote by paper ballot.) 

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $75,000.00 for the renovation and reconstruction of the Harrisville 
Highway Garage and to authorize the issuance of not more than $30,000.00 
of bonds and notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Town officials to issue and 
negotiate such bonds and notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon; furthermore, to authorize the withdrawal of $20,000.00 from the 
Highway Building Capital Reserve Fund, with the balance to be raised by 
general taxation. (2/3 vote by paper ballot.) 


Article 25. To authorize the Selectmen to enter into a contract to sell the 
land and building known as the Chesham Fire Station. Further, to 
authorize and instruct the Selectmen to apply the proceeds of such sale to 
the reconstruction and the expansion of the Harrisville Highway Garage 
or Railroad Station. 


Article 26. To authorize the Selectmen to enter into a contract to sell the 
land and building known as the Old Harrisville Fire Station. Further, to 
authorize and instruct the Selectmen to apply the proceeds of such sale to 
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the reconstruction and the expansion of the Harrisville Highway Garage 
or Railroad Station. 

Article 27. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation of same. 

Article 28. To hear reports of Agents, Committees, and Officers chosen 
and pass any vote related thereto. 

Article 29. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting.

We have examined the financial statements of the various 
funds and account groups of the Town of Harrisville, New 
Hampshire, for the year ended December 31, 1987, and have issued 
our report dated January 12, 1988. As part of our examination, 
we made a study and evaluation of the Town's system of internal 
accounting control to the extent we considered necessary to 
evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing 
standards. Under these standards, the purpose of such an 
evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance on the system of 
internal accounting control in determining the nature, timing, 
and extent of auditing procedures that are necessary for 
expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 


The objective of internal accounting control is to. provide 
reasonable, but not absolute, assurance as to the safeguarding of 
assets against loss from unauthorized use or disposition and the 
reliability of financial records for preparing financial 
statements and maintaining accountability for assets. The 
concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a 
system of internal accounting control should not exceed derived 
benefits and that evaluation of these factors necessarily 
requires estimates and judgments. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in 
considering the potential effectiveness of any system of internal 


accounting control. In the performance of most control 
procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding of 
instructions, mistakes of judgment, carelessness or other 


personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends 
upon segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. 
Similarly, control procedures can be circumvented intentionally 
with respect to the estimates and judgments required in the 
preparation of the financial statements. Further, projection of 
any evaluation of internal accounting control to future periods 
is subject to the risk that the procedures may become inadequate 
because of changes in conditions and that the degree of 
compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


Our study of the system of internal accounting control for 
the year ending December 31, 1987, would not necessarily disclose 
all weaknesses in the system because it was based on selective 
tests of accounting records and related data. The study and 
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evaluation disclosed no weaknesses which we consider to be 
material. The recommendations which follow were developed from 
our observation of the Town's operations and are not the result 
of any special study. 


APPROPRIATION OF FUNDS MADE AVAILABLE DURING THE YEAR 


Article 7 of the 1987 Town Meeting authorized the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend funds which became 
available during the year in accordance with N.H. RSA 31:95-b. 
Funds were applied for and received under a Federal Emergency 
Assistance Grant. We were unable to determine that a public 
hearing was held as is required. We urge that procedures be 
adopted by the Selectmen which will insure that the requirements 
of N.H: RSA? 31:95-b are met. 


PROPERTY TAX EXEMPTIONS 


We were unable to locate the permanent applications for 
property tax exemptions. We recommend that the Board of 
Selectmen either locate the applications or secure new ones. 


TAX WARRANTS 


We were unable to determine the existence of formal tax 
warrants for property taxes. In order to insure that all legal 
steps are taken in the tax collection process we believe it 
extremely important that a formal warrant be issued. 


DEBT AUTHORIZED - UNISSUED 


Debt authorized but unissued as of December 31, 1987 
consists of $7,443 for reappraisal of property, $25,000 for 
landfill closure and $15,000 for the fire station. We recommend 
the Town review its requirements for this debt and include an 
article in a future warrant to rescind any unneeded balances. 


A letter of this nature concentrates on identified problem 
areas. We do not mean to imply criticism of Town Officials but 
to highlight areas where we believe operating systems can be 
strengthened. We wish to express our thanks to the Officials of 
the Town for their assistance during the course of our audit.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1987 has been a year in which our community has shown a great concern 
for controlling growth and protecting our open land. In response to this 
concern, the Conservation Commission has sponsored several workshops 
for the public. These workshops have covered a variety of subjects con- 
cerning the historical significance of the Rural District, recently 
nominated to the National Register and land use alternatives to develop- 
ment such as easements, land trusts and current use. 

Recycling has also become an important concern this year. A commit- 
tee has been formed to plan for eventual mandatory recycling. Many 
towns have already begun recycling so we are able to gain from their ex- 
periences. This spring we plan to begin voluntary recycling. Recycling 
will be a very important factor in controlling the increasing cost of solid 
waste disposal. It will benefit us all. 

Throughout this past year, our Conservation Commission has continued 
to lend support to the other town boards in the form of involvement in the 
growth moritorium to monitoring the new wetlands and steep slope or- 
dinances. These efforts will continue. 

Our Conservation Commission looks forward to active participation in 
the ‘‘Trust for NH Lands’’ a new state wide program for protecting impor- 
tant open space. We will also continue to develop the recycling program 
and sponsor the spring roadside clean-up. 

We welcome the public to join us at our monthly meetings which take 
place on the third Tuesday of every month.

The site chosen by the District for a lined landfill was 105 acres in Win- 
chester. Unfortunately continued testing by the Environmental Engineers 
discovered chemical pollution and because of possible future liability for 
damage to local water supplies and the Ashuelot River, plus court 
challenges from Winchester, brought the Phase I plan to a halt in 
December. 

Further studies are in process and a possible alternative site will be 
found. This, however, moves the operational plans back about two years 
and we are constantly faced with the closure of our dump site by the state. 

Recycling is more essential than ever and could cut our waste stream as 
much as 30%. The recycling committee of the Conservation Committee 
will be presenting plans to the residents to begin the process, as well as 
the development of a final transfer station for all trash.

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REPORT OF HISTORIC HARRISVILLE, INC. 


1987 was a year in which Historic Harrisville began to take serious steps 
to help insure the preservation of open space and other historically impor- 
tant sites in areas outside Harrisville Village. We began the year by pur- 
chasing and protecting the Karl Robinson House in the center of 
Chesham. In the fall, we completed the purchase of the development 
rights on the former Heald Farm property. This is one of the most critical 
pieces of open space surrounding the National Landmark village and our 
action will insure that it is never intensively developed. Everyone who 
cares about the village has worried about the future of this property 
because of the potential impact of development. Preserving it as open 
space will help maintain the setting of the village as it always has been. 

The Department of the Interior acted on our Multiple Resource 
Nomination and the following were listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places: the Chesham Village District, the Pottersville District, 
the Harrisville Rural District and the Silver Lake District. Pending but 
not yet officially listed are the Beech Hill Summer Home District and 
twenty-six individual properties throughout the town. The nomination 
process involved extensive research that is now available in our office for 
anyone who would like to use it. Listing on the National Register has no ef- 
fect on personal property rights, but it does require that the government 
use special consideration if.a federally funded project is shown to have 
adverse impact. It is an honor to be listed and we should all feel proud of 
the quality of the historical resources that surround us. 

Historic Harrisville, Inc. is a public, non-profit foundation and we 
welcome anyone to join us in our work or at our meetings which are usual- 
ly held the last Saturday of April and October.

One of our most important displays was this year’s ‘‘1987 — Year of the 
Reader’’. It helped to remind us that the best way to nurture a love for 
reading was to read to our children, starting with Nursery Rhymes for the 
newborns, moving on to picture books for our toddlers, and continuing 
with adventures and classics for grade-school youngsters. 

Popular items this year were our new draw-string book bags with at- 
tractive logos and the ‘‘thumbkin”’ bookmarks. Lots of creepy crawlies 
could be found at the Library for our Summer Reading Program,” The 
Bug Club’’. 

Extensive repairs to the brickwork were completed just in time for our 
Annual Tea and Book Sale. Thank you again, Friends, for your tremen- 
dous support. And a special thanks to your many volunteers who give 
generously of their time and energy. 

With 144 volumes added to the collection and 135 withdrawn, the Library 
now has 4,985 items in its collection. The Library receives approximately 
twenty-five magazine titles, either through direct subscription or as dona- 
tions. 

The Peterborough Town Library provided us with 114 titles on long- 
term loan. It also filled 36 special requests. Another 29 titles were borrow- 
ed through the New Hampshire State Inter-Library Loan System (13 from 
the State collection, 16 from other libraries). Circulation for the year was 
7,259, an increase of 3% over 1986’s figures. 

With regret we accepted the resignation of Bettyann Vakauza. Adine 
Gottlieb has joined our staff. With her elementary educator background 
comes a knowledge of juvenile literature. Welcome, Adine.

MARL-HARRIS AMBULANCE REPORT — 1987 


Marl-Harris Ambulance responded to 132 call in 1987. There were 117 
emergencies and 15 non-emergencies. The non-emergencies included 
parades, fire stand-by, transfers and a drill. There were 21 calls to Harris- 
ville and there were 12 MV accidents. Receiving hospitals once again 
were Cheshire Medical in Keene, Monadnock in Peterborough and Hitch- 
cock Clinic in Hanover. 

In house and outside training is maintained, the ambulance is equipped 
above state standards and is carefully maintained mechanically. New 
Royal Blue Coats that are warmer and safer were purchased for each 
member and new easier to use and more accurate Blood Pressure Cuffs 
were also purchased. The annual CPR refresher was given and new CPR 
books were purchased for each member. 

As you all know, we were a recipient in the Omer Dumont Estate. This 
will help the survival of Marl-Harris in the rough years ahead when the 
whole system is changing and volunteer squads are finding it more dif- 
ficult to keep up. This gift will NEVER replace Omer Dumont but will 
hopefully carry on his dream. 

Again our grateful thanks to fire departments, police departments and 
selectmen for their guidance and assistance through the past year. 

There were 2,657 miles put on the ambulance and well over 1,000 volun- 
teer man hours were put in to train, man and maintain 20A1 in 1987 — your 
caring unit. Thank you all.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1987 


During the year your Fire Department responded to a total of seventy- 
two (72) emergency calls. This was up from 60 calls in 1986, and more than 
doubled the number (32) answered just ten years ago in 1977. A complete 
breakdown of these responses can be found at the end of this report. 

Our most serious fire was on November 22nd, at the old Adams Farm 
(MacVeagh property) off the MacVeagh Road. That fire required 
assistance from six of our neighboring Mutual Aid departments. I am hap- 
py to report that in spite of finding a heavy fire condition upon arrival, our 
combined efforts resulted in a good ‘stop’ — and the saving of a good por- 
tion of the structure. 

We continued to be active in fire prevention in 1987. In addition to 
presentations at Wells Memorial School and Mt. Missionary Institute, 
members of the department began working this fall on the ‘‘FINDERS 
KEEPERS” locater system. It is a long, slow process, but our goal is to 
personally visit every home in town by early spring. 

I have repeatedly stated that one of my objectives for the department is 
to keep both our personnel and equipment as up-to-date and well trained 
as possible. Toward this end, our members took part in our own monthly 
training program, the Meadowood Fire School, and area EMT and First 
Aid courses. This resulted in over 500 MAN HOURS OF TRAINING. Your 
chief and four other members also attended the State Fire Fighters Con- 
vention last fall. 

Progress is also being made in bringing our equipment up to date. The 
newly refurbished 2500 gallon tanker is in service, and is a real efficient 
piece of apparatus. Thanks to the Fire Company Equipment Fund, our old 
1973 Rescue Van will soon be replaced by a new 1988 1-ton unit. This will be 
donated to the town by the Company. Finally, an article in this year’s war- 
rant provided for a new front line attack truck to replace the dilapidated 
21 year old International.

RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than nor- 
mal. The three leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and debris 
burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regula- 
tions; however, your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest 
law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest 
Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217. 

If you own forest land, you become responsible for the timber tax pay- 
ment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that 
will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for 
timber tax forms.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


September, 1987, saw Wells Memorial School open with 69 students. 
This was an additional 10 students over last year’s opening. In 1980, there 
were 41 students at Wells. We are indeed growing. This has created some 
space problems. Students are no longer able to eat in the all-purpose room 
at one time, unless the partition between the all-purpose room and Room 3 
is opened. The all-purpose room has become a full-time classroom. In- 
strumental music lessons and guidance services are held in the teachers’ 
room or the custodial space. Related services for special education, such 
as speech and occupational therapy, are held wherever an empty space 
can be found. Finding space to provide educational services has become a 
challenge.

Ralph Stone, custodian, and Debra Kensy, food service direc- 
tor/secretary, continue to be an integral part of our staff. We all enjoy our 
clean school and quality lunches. 

With the increased needs of special education students, we have 
employed Cheryl Moschan and BeAnn Lake as Special Education aides. 

This year we are enjoying the new social studies materials that have 
been purchased as part of a focus on the social studies program that 
began during the last school year. Each classroom has new maps, globes, 
and/or texts. This year our Chapter II grant continues with the social 
studies theme to allow us to purchase encyclopedias for each classroom 
and other media materials to be used by the entire school. 

One of our goals this year was to have a continuous writing program for 
grades 1 through 6. All teachers have received some training in this area. 
We are proud to say that we now have a school full of young authors. 

Our after-school program continues to grow with two to three activities 
per week. The ‘‘Wells Street Journal” is the student newspaper operated 
by 5th and 6th graders. 

Students ‘‘travel’’ around the world in Armchair Travelers. Country 
Handicrafts allow students to make some exciting crafts. The Stamp Club 
meets monthly to learn the latest on stamps and to swap stamps. 

The entire staff continues to enjoy its employment by the Harrisville 
School District. We find it a privilege to be a part of the educational pro- 
cess for the students of Harrisville.
